THE STRUGGLE. 


No Improvement, in the Matter of 


tho Telegraphers' Strike and 


Ifo Back-Hewn. 


The Western L'nlou .Remains .Firm, 


Mut tho Itallliuoro & Olilo Tnlk- 


iux of Compromise. 


CHICAGO, July 21.—There wore- few new 


developments in tlio telegraphers' strike. 
During tun duy tho Western Union increased 
its number of employes from uiuety to 100, 
while tlio brotherhood received considerable 
accessions from country operators who had 
been drawn to tho city with tho expectation 
o£ takmi; tho positions left vacant by tho 
strikers. 
Business circles felt tho tfl'cct 


of tho strike a trit'.o moro severely thau on 
tho 
first day, arid 
somo apprehension 


exists for tho future. Though messages wore 
received by tho Western Union company 
subject to dolay, the officials stated nil mat- 
tors was beiug handled promptly tmd tha con- 
dition would probably bo improved to-day. 
On tho other hand, tho strikers claimed to 
have information that not moro than twonty- 
fivo of the company's employes were capable 
operators aud that a good portion of its busi- 
ness was being done 
by mail. 
Thorn 


was 
no trouble 
among 
tho 
railroad 


operators nud somo of tho companies prof- 
fered assistance to tho Western Union. No 
disturbances of any kind havo boon reported, 
and tho strikers havo thus far conducted their 
proceedings iu an orderly manner. Tho most 
important news received was apparently 
authentic information that the Baltimore and 
Ohio company was seeking to make terms 
with tho striking operators, aud that nego- 
tiations woi'o in progress between tho ex- 
ecutive committee of tho brotherhood and 
ollicinls of tho company at Now York. 
Manager McCullocb, of tho local office, and 
Supt. Flyun, in au interview with a reporter 
expressed tho belief that thoir company 
would readi a settlement, as it was found im- 
possible to transact business. Tho rumored 
noiiipromiso is on a basis o£ 10 per cent, in- 
crease, and at au cariy hour iu the morning 
tho strikers claim to Imvu intcllisonco con- 
firmatory of tho report. 


WESTERN UNION OPINION. 


Tho spirit of cheerfulness which character- 


ised tho ofllcials of tho Western Union has 
not dcsvrtod them, so' far as tbo public uro 
concerned. 
Tlio operating room 
worked 


with its usual noise and confusion, and check- 
boys ran hither and thither with tho same 
energy as heretofore. Tho officials claimed 
to havo 102 operators in the room at 3:30 
o'clock. Snpt. Tubbs handled an iastrument

Tlio striking operators began to congregate 


around tho headquarters at Uhlieh's hal] by U 
o'clock, aud an hour later, when a meeting 
was called, 350 were on hand. 
Tho members 


of tho brotherhood sharply criticised the re- 
ports published in Uio morning papers of the 
situation in other cities, claiming that they 
were all distorted by the Western Union com- 
pany. 
Tho "press 'committee" was there- 


fore early set to work to supply information 
wliii-h would show tho falsity of these re- 
ports. Tho telegraphers wero in good spirits, 
claiming that there were uo signs of any dis- 
affection in the ranks of tho brotherhood, 
but that on the contrary it was receiving ac- 
cessions hourly from operators who had come 
into the city to take the place of tho strikers 
but had descried tho company when they 
learned the true status.ot affairs. There was 
no lack of confidence in tho fooling shown by 
the men as they talked among themselves. 


•' Numerous stories were told of the greenness 
of tho now hands, and these were greatly 
relished by tho members of the brotherhood. 
Quo was of a country operator who was given 
a stylus for manifold work, aud wanted to 
know "how tho durnod iron pen workod." 


After the adjournment of tho afternoon 


meeting, about 0 o'clock in tho evening, tho 
hundred or moro operators who lingered 
about tho hall set up a noisy cheer at tho ap- 
pearance of a procession of check-boys, who 
entered the hall with tho announcement that 
they had "struck".and wanted to join the 
brotherhood. 
"Wo couldn't 
stand them 


stupid country follows and tho company 
forced us to leave it," said the smallest of 
the boys. "Where's that goat we're goin' to 
ride;" It was further explained that tho 
chock-girls had joined in tho strike, and that 
u volunteer committee was escorting them 
home.

ful strikers wero thirty or thirty-five. Tho

BloTvn Off the Track. 


Yesterday a reporter for the Tribune 


met Mr. 'NV. B. Meyenescb, a well- 
kno\vn tvpo, who was among tho pas- 
sengers ou the Denver & South Park 
train blown ofl' the track near Como 
last week. 
On asking for the particu-;' 


lars of tho affair, he responded as fol- 
lows: 


It was what you might call a lucky 


accident; lucky for the reason that it 
happened just when it did and as it did, 
becan.se no one was hurt to amount to 
anvtliing. The wind was first noticed 
as "being high when the train .reached 
ISuena Vista. It kept on increasing in 
fur}-, and when tho train reached Ge- 
raus, in the South Park, there was a. 
regular hurricane blowing. •. I got on 
the train at GeraniLs. 
From there to 


Como is only a short run through tho. 
park, but it was three hours before ,wo 
n-ot through. The wind was blowing in 
squalls. °At times it would slack up, 
and the train would jump ahead u.s if 
something had pushed it. 
Again the 


wind would strike us, and the train 
would tremble and almost stop. It was 
jnstas if somegianthandhad taken hold 
of it, and was pulling back. 
The wind, 


made a dull, hollow sound as it beat' 
against the cars, but above that you 
could hear the shrill whistling through' 
tho telegraph wires. It was a very odd 
sensation. Every one could feel the re- 
sistance to the train. 
The engineer 


said he felt all the time as though he 
iv-ero pulling a dozen trains at once. For 
fifteen minutes before the accident Con- 
ductor Patton was very- nervous. 
VV'e 


asked him if there was any danger of 
the train blowing over. 
He said he 


thought not but nc was afraid it would 
foi'cc°a wheel off or break it. He stood 
in. the smoker with his hand on the bell- 
rope, 'ready if anything happened. The 
brakunian was sent back into the coach, 
with.nistructions to do the same. 
The 


passengers in the smoker were all 3'oung 
Eeflows. 
We were chatting about what 


we would .do if the train'blew over. Mr. 
Egbert was in the rear coach. He asked 
tins Chio'f Engineer what he shoiikldo.if 
thu train blew over. 
The engineer said 


lie should stand by the closet, so that 
nothing would fall"on him, and lie took 
that position. 
Mi1. Egburt warned liinv 


that the "Stove would catch him, and be 


'iljusL moved from the place .when the 


train went ovor. 


"Tlic smoker went iirst. It tipped in 


tLe easiest way imaginable. The con- 
ductor yelled: " 'Here \vego!' every ow 
caught hold of the seals, ami thu:cy»r. 
just-naturally laid down on its sidu.'-Thc 
strain twisted the draw-bar1 oil'between 
the smoker :md the baggage-car. Tlic 
eu'aneer reversed 
his engine 
and 


slopped within two car lengths. By 
that time the mail car and coach were 
both over. As soon, as wo lit I .looked 
around and saw every one hanging to 
the seats. I looked for tbo fire, and saw 
that tho rear store had emptied into the 
closet opposite. 
Then I climbed out 


tho window. I went to the door, and 
by the time I got thero the conductor 
had got it open. Tho fire1 was put out: 
at once. Wo then went to the coach to 
see if any one was injured, and found, 
that the only damage was that a little 
boy had got his lip cut on a broken pane 
of glass. The coach had struck on a 
tieeand broken in two. We then started 
forward. The first man who tried to 
cross to tho baggage-car was.,knocked 
down by the wind. Wo got across as 
bust we could. When wo reached tin: 
baggage-car, we thought some one bad 
been lulled, as there was blood running 
from a tie under one of tho windows. 
We soon learned that it came from the 
baggage-master's nose. He had been 
silting with his feet cocked up on the 
stove on the upper side of. the car, and 
when it went over his nose lit on the 
window-sill on the other side. 


"As soon as we found tnat no one was 


hurt we got the two ladies and the chil- 
dren who were in the coach over to the 
eno-ine, and it ran down to Como with. 
them. It took three men to get one lady 
from the coach to the engine. When • 
they.were gone we got back into the 
carsjuid'enjoyed ourselves. The pea- 
mrt'-:boy's box furnished the refresh- 
mentirfor the happy, occasioned when 
the engine got back there was nothing 
left in. it'but -his basket and a life of 
Jesse Jaru.es. • They wore afraid to bring 
down .two engines, and .a flat car. 
We 


rbde.np to Como'.-and' laid there for 
twenty-six hoiirs before going- on. 
It 


WAS .lucky 'that Mr: Egbert was on 
b'6atd,''as lie saw the danger of the sit- 
uation and stopped everything on the 
road at once. • If the accident hadhap- 
pi-u.hd two hundred feet back of where 
ft did, 'the train would have gone clown 
a thirty-foot embankment. We had got 
over it and come to a nice level place 
just in tho nick of time."—Denver 
Tribune.

Tho condition of -'other worlds than 


omV has long been a fascinating spec- 
ulation. 
Gazing into unfathomable 


space, sparsely lit by its stellar lamps, 
no thoughtful"person can but question 
its mystery"and wonder, if there beings 
of like "passions as ourselves suffer, 
struggle, toil and enjoy the same that 
we do on'this planet. There is some- 
thing overwhelming in the thought that 
our Tittle ball is the sole and solitary 
home of organized life, and that the 
sun lights and warms for our exclusive 
benefit the" space through which we 
swing and spin. The feeling is akin- to 
that which comes over one in the dense 
solitude of the forest, or upon the sum- 
mit'of a mountain—a sense of desola- 
tion, desertion, loneliness and awe. 
Even the teeming millions which swarm 
upon the earth scum few and solitary 
when we conceive of them as this only 
conscious inhabitants sailing through 
evei'lastmg depths. The ark and the 
eight souls Siivt-d therein, with the 
beasts and the birds, lloating upon the 
flood which hid all signs of existence;, 
or the'balloon'disappearing in inlinite_ 
depths is not a picture of intenser soli- 
tude than.-the earth swimming in a 
shoreless'ocean, broken only by planet- 
ary islands wholly deserted. 


Vet if we' may trust a writer in the 


Popular Science j1font/ily,'suah. or near- 
ly such are the conclusions of science. 
The great planets, Jupiter and Saturn, 
are lit by their own and not by reflected 
light. Hence, like the sun, they must 
be incapable of sustaining any life con- 
ceivable to us. And should they ever 
become, fit for it,1 life there will have to 
submit to conditions which would render 
existence on the earth quite impossible. 
The attraction exerted by Jupiter is 
three hundred times that of the earth. 
A man of average weight here would 
there have a ponderous tread of more 
than twenty tons';' his own weight would 
crush him into pulp; a falling"hickory 
nut would whiz through him' lilce a rifle, 
ball; a wave would shiver an iron-clad 
to pieces; a rivulet cut mile-deep can- 
yons," and a .moderate breeze sweep 
away the hills and mountains. _In 
some points, however, this description. 
is exaggerated; for were man to-bo 
weighted to the earth by :i pressure o£ 
twenty-two tons he could not easily be 
moved bv water, an'd .the hills and 
mountains would bo so firmly fixed by 
their own gravitation that the weight of 
the moving atmosphere could not dis- 
place them. In other words, every- 
thing "on'the planet of Jupiter would bo 
adjusted'to its new conditions. 
; On Mars tho conditions would- be re- 
versed. There, man. would weigh only 
two arid a half-pounds.' It'would bo 
easv to'fly, but 'ah' eighty-ton locomo- 
tive" "could not draw a train of empty 
cars; Niagara- Falls would furnish 
scarcely power enough to turn a mill, 
an'd a .rifle ball might be caught in the 
'hand without harm. 
In an atmosphere 


even as dense as our own, all animal 
and vegetable ;forms would there be tho 
merest'gossam.cr, blown to pieces by 
every breeze. But.no such an atmos- 
phere as ours is possible in Mars. 
Its 


pressure/would bu less than that of our 
atmosphere-on the tops of our highest 
mountains,-rendering existence -an im- 
possibility.. Moreover, .Mara has less 
than half the heat from the sun which 
the' earth" enjoys. 
On his torrid zone- 


the thermometer would never rise above 
lift}' degrees, and-even that is made im- 
possible" by tho thinness of the atmos- 
phere. 
"JSTothing'-can be..more certain 


than.that there is\no liquid in .Mars and 
no life." 
On Uie'nxooii the 'conditions,, 


arc even worse than1 in" Mars'; while'its 
day and1 night' each two'weeks long, 
utterly forbid.the.presence of life then:. 
Mercury, with its temperature of boil- 
ing water at the poles and red-hot iron 
at°the equator," canuot'sustaiu life. 


Beside the'-cutlli,'therefore, Venus' js 


the only nicmber-of the' solar system 
which.science declares can preserve life, 
and on-it life.-thougli. in1 lower forms 
than those of the earth, probably does 
exist; but this'insignijicaut little glo'oo 
is the only 'oTie on which there are any 
probabilities;of'life, so that if the inhab- 
itants of .the earth were equally dis-. 
tributed through solar space, all. per- 
sons', would be thousands of miles apart.' 


Moreover, life'lias existed'on the earth 


for thousands of years. ' The time that 
it has taken to ripcu our'-highe'st ^civil- 
ization, which is an.. eternity of itself, 
has been.:necessary .to give birth to a 
Shakespeare and to develop intellect 
capable of a glimmering comprehension 
of what has created them. 
-Life is far 


more rare and far more costly in our 
solar system than diamonds in the 
earth." All else is waste—space, heat, 
energy, except .as it is being used_ for 
the product! on "of 
life in eternities 


beyond'."'' ' ' 


Considering this as a fact, if itbe one, 


how little -value is placed'upon life. 
Destruction by: war, by slaughter, jby 
men's o.wii appetites and passions, by 
plague, pestilences, fevers .and other 
agencies^ to a degree at least Bunder, 
men's control,' is-never ceasing. !ln; 
crowded, cities and provinces human. 
life is the-.cheapest ot all commodities'^ 
in groat'iiiiiniifa'cturing communities! it 
is esteemed at a smaller value than the- • 
machine-which it -operates, the product; 
which it turns out; Notwithstanding 
that life is'as rare'in the'universe ;as 
diamonds in the earth,- it is flung away 
as "recklessly 'as -if"diamonds were 
pcb'bles'and not precious stones,—De- 
troit, P'y'st and Tribune.
